This precious manuscript, for the use of the monastery of Monte Cassino, was 
executed in the kingdom of Naples in the year 1404. It is ornamented with fifteen 
large and sixty small miniatures, in the form of historiated letters, besides several 
thousand initials illuminated in gold and colours. 

On the first page are found the ten following lines of verse, written alternately 
in red and black, which reveal the date of the execution of the Missal, its destina- 
tion, the name of the donor, and that of the illuminator.

Thus this manuscript was completed by Franciscus Guantari, a Neapolitan, in 
September, 1404, under the pontificate of Pope Boniface IX., by order of Henricus 
Tomacelli, Abbot of Monte Cassino, of the same family as the sovereign pontiff, 
whose name was Peter Tomacelli, and who died October 1st of the same year. 

The six leaves which follow are devoted to the Calendar, written in red and 
black, and are divided from the Missal by two blank leaves. The first hundred and 
seventy-two leaves of the Missal are numbered in red. 

The text of the Missal opens with the Psalms of David, and with a page of 
extraordinary richness of ornamentation. The half of the page is occupied by the 
first words of the Psalm : Status vir qui non abiit .... The initial B, painted 
upon a ground of wavy gold, is not less than 4* inches in height by 3J inches in 
width. In the upper curve of the letter the Almighty is represented in His glory. 
The lower curve encloses the image of King David playing upon the guitar (or 
zither). Parting from his body, to the right and to the left, are green branches 
which carry in their coils the busts of twelve great prophets, and above the nimbus 
of the royal psalmist is the figure of the crucified Saviour. The fourteen other letters 
which compose the first and three following words of the psalm (Status vir qui 
non . . .) are disposed vertically, at the side, in two columns, and occupy fourteen 
compartments, with a ground of blue and red alternately ; the letters are in gold, 
and each is supported by two angels. 

The entire page is surrounded by a large border of blue and rose-coloured 
foliage, the interlacements of which form thirteen compartments with gold grounds 
and enclose scenes of war, etc., which probably relate to the history of Monte 
Cassino, the interstices being filled up with naked human figures and all kinds of 
animals. At the base is a coat-of-arms (party per bend dancett£e azure and or) 
which also occurs in several other parts of the volume (ff. 89, 119, 138, 221). 

Between the two columns of text is a representation of the Abbot of Monte 
Cassino in the attitude of prayer, emerging from the calix of a flower. Above 
him, in letters of gold, is the following inscription : “ Henricus TomacelV abbas 
Casitis * 

The large miniatures enclosed within initial letters represent : — 1. The Al- 
mighty ; it is placed at the head of the u Breviarium secundum ordinem monacho- 
rum Casinensium " (f.

All 
these miniatures, with a certain number of letters, embody the first words of the 
corresponding Office, the letters being illuminated and disposed in two rows, 
vertical, horizontal, or at right angles. Several of these pages are enclosed by rich 
borders formed of foliage and flowers ; in one of these (£ 138), a lozenge contains 
the portrait of the Abbot of Monte Cassino ; in another (£ 144), one sees the Abbot 
Tomacelli on horseback, a servant carrying his mitre, and above is painted a coat- 
of-arms (gules — a bend cheeky azure and or), the same that figures at the side of 
the kneeling Abbot in the miniature on f. 351, and also in two initials on f. 7 r°. 
From each of the other historiated letters spread long appendages in the form of 
foliage, which cover one or more of the margins of the pages. 

The other historiated letters, medium or small, of various sizes, enclose for the 
most part biblical figures, or the effigies of male and female saints. Two of them 
depict scenes from the New Testament : the initial on foL 81 r®, representing 
the Virgin with the infant Jesus ; the initial X., foL 120 i°, representing the 
Nativity. Amongst the male and female saints one remarks : S. Athanasius (f.

Nazarius and 
Celsus (f. 410 v°) ; S. Stephen (f. 415 r°); S. Dominic (£ 417 r®); All Saints

This manuscript was formerly in the possession of M. Neumann of Luxem- 
bourg, and the following is a translation of an account of it written by Dr. A. Namur, 
and published in the “ Bulletin du Bibliophile Beige " for September, i860 : — 

“The Psalter in gold letters given by Louis le d£bonnaire to 
the Abbey or Saint-Hubert, in 825. 

“M. Neumann, state lawyer to the tribunal of the district of Luxembourg, 
possesses some manuscripts of great interest, from the library of the Abbey of 
Saint-Hubert. 

“ One of these MSS. is the celebrated Psalter written in letters of gold, given, 
as the ‘ Cantatorium ’ asserts, by Louis le Dlbonnaire to the said abbey, in the year 
825, at the time of the translation of the bones of Saint-Hubert to their present 
resting-place. 

“ M. Neumann has most kindly confided this literary treasure to me, for the 
purpose of studying it carefully ; and the result of this study I here make known, 
rejoicing in the fact that this document, valuable for so many reasons, has been 
preserved from destruction, and that Luxembourg is so fortunate as to possess it 1 

“ I shall endeavour to give an exact description of it, and to notice in suc- 
cession : 



1 “ This Psalter, mentioned by several authors, has been minutely described at 
pp. 135-144 of the * Second voyage litt^raire de deux religieux blnddictins de la 
congregation de St. Maur.

“ As this rather rare work is not within every one’s reach, I do not think my work 
will be superfluous or useless, especially as I enter into details hitherto unknown, 
and do not agree with the Benedictine savants as to the origin of the MS.”

“ The work itself, viz., the Psalter with the preface of Saint Jerome ; 

“ The three pieces of poetry, accompanied by three paintings, and two prayers 
that precede it ; 

“ The binding with its ornaments ; and 

“ Several pieces of more recent writing, inscribed upon leaves originally left 
blank, and a piece of music gummed inside the cover. 

“A.— Descriptive Part. 

“ It is a volume in 4to., upon vellum, richly bound, of 164 leaves, not numbered ; 
the height of the volume is om. 25 by om. 20 in breadth [9! x 7 J inches]. 

U I. Three Pieces of Poetry that precede the Text. 

“ On the verso of the 3rd leaf, in ten lines, is a poem in honour of Lothaire, son 
of Louis le Dlbonnaire. Although these pieces are textually copied in the * Second 
voyage littlraire 9 above-named, 1 think it better to reproduce them with a transla- 
tion, since I shall found upon them a chief argument as to the origin of the Psalter. 1

l(i A glorious reputation exalts throughout the world the imperial greatness of 
Lothaire \ The East acknowledges it by sending a deputation from Greece to solidt 
a friendly alliance ; the peoples of the West revere his rule 9 and are proud to 
submit to his sheltering protection . No words can express all his claims to our 
homage ; the most ingenious mind cannot present a complete picture of his virtues , 
were a hundred voices to proclaim them l 

u On the recto of the 4th leaf is a portrait of the Emperor Lothaire. The 
Emperor in full-length is seated on an antique chair, of which a lion and lioness 
form the two arms ; he is shod with crossed sandals. His Roman mantle is clasped 
on the left shoulder ; he has a crown on his head, and a sheathed sword ; he holds 
in his hand a long staff in the form of a sceptre. According to Capefigue, Lothaire 
is here represented in the dignity conferred by Pope Leo upon Charlemagne. 3 

“ On the verso of the 4th leaf is a poem, of ten lines also, in honour of King 
David. 



1 “ This piece of poetry and the portrait of Lothaire by its side have led to the 
supposition that Lothaire, not Louis le Dlbonnaire, had been the donor of the 
volume.

44 4 There was an illustrious King , whom God chose from among his brethren to 
govern his people. Heavenly inspiration led him to sing to the ten chords of his 
lute the prophetic announcement of the birth of Jesus Christ. In symbolic language 
he names him as the descendant of the royal race , and future ruler of the world. A 
melodious singer , he draws with a skilful hand silvery sounds from the sonorous 
lute , and accompanies them with sublime psalmody , that under the veil of allegory 
proclaims the mysterious conqueror l 

44 On the recto of the 5th leaf is a painting of a seated figure, representing 
David. A broad halo surrounds his head ; he wears a blue tunic, with a mantle 
of purple colour clasped on the right shoulder. 

“ On the verso of the same leaf is a poem of ten lines in honour of Saint 
Jerome.

44 4 Jerome is a name famous throughout the universe. His merits , his holy 
life , are venerated in the East , and reverently held in remembrance in the most 
distant isle of the Ocean. He it was who studied the original, and translated into 
Latin the text of the Old and New Testament. He it was who made for us the 
correct translation of the lovely canticles contained in this Psalter, manuscript 
dedicated as homage to the king, who commands honour in the four parts of the 
world / 

44 On the recto of the 6th leaf is a painting representing Saint Jerome, bearing 
the inscription, 4 Hieronymus / on both sides of the head. He wears the priestly 
dress of the period.

u Writing of the three Poems. 

“ The three poems are written in gold, in rustic capital letters of the ix tb century. 

“This writing constantly occurs, with less variation than in other kinds of 
caligraphy, until the X th or xi* century; for although Charlemagne, in his 
enlightened zeal, secured much improvement in writing, this character was still 
used in manuscripts, and in the IX th century whole pages were written in it. 

“ The commencements of the lines are not salient or retreating, but quite even. 

“ Punctuation is neglected ; stops are only placed here and there in the middle 
or at the end of a line. 

“ Only the following abbreviations occur : D* for Deus, naraq. for namque, 
X.P.M. for Christum, D 1 for Del 

“The Paintings. 

“The study of the miniatures and illuminations of ancient manuscripts is 
delightful and instructive. From it we learn the state of painting at periods when 
no pictures, properly so called, have come down to us ; in more productive ages it 
helps to fix the characterization of the schools of art, it fills up the voids left in the 
series of painters and their works. Besides, what knowledge it affords us of the 
manners, customs, arts, costume, and taste at distant epochs, the history of which 
is still enveloped in darkness ! 

“ The imperfection of the drawing in our three paintings is perhaps less a proof 
of want of talent in their author, than of the remoteness of the period to which they 
may be traced, when this art was in its infancy. 

“ This style of ornamenting manuscripts only arose in the viii lh century, and 
the execution of paintings became gradually more perfect from the vui* to the 
xvi* century. 1 Therefore even this imperfection may be considered as a proof of 
the antiquity of the work. 

“ II. Two Prayers. 

“ On the verso of the 6th leaf and the recto of the 7th there are two prayers 
written in black ink, each consisting of 25 lines in small Caroline letters, one 
beginning with the words : * Confiteor D** et omnibus sanctis ejus et tibi pater, 
quia ego miser et peccaior peccavi 9 (see * Second voyage litt^raire de deux religieux 
b^n^dictins,’ p. 139) ; the other with the words : 1 omnipo tens qui p. os David electi 
tui carmina nos dulciflua docuistV (see ditto). 

“ In these prayers abbreviations are more frequent than in the Psalter. It may 
be seen that they date from a later period than the work itself. 

“III. The Psalter, properly so called. 

“ The prcefatio Hieronymi occupies the verso of the 7th and recto of the 8th leaf. 
It is written in gold letters. The characters are, like those of the Psalter, Caroline 
small letters, with salient first letters, and headings in Caroline uncial letters. 

“ This preface, the title following it, and the Psalms themselves, show that it is 
the Latin vulgate of the Psalter of David, taken from the Septuagint, the most 
ancient translation, and corrected by Saint Jerome.

" This first version, rough as it was, but as accurate as possible, was at first the 
only one chanted by the faithful. 1 

“ The title of the Psalter, written within a border of gold, in seven lines, the first 
five in Roman capitals, the last two in Caroline uncial letters, occupies the verso 
of the 8th leaf. It is expressed in these words : ‘ Incipit liber Psalmorum emen- 
dates a sancto Hieronimo presbitero * 

“The 150 Psalms, which begin on the recto of the 9th leaf, continue to fol 164. 
The first commences with a large ornamental capital, representing the letters Be 
united. There are similar capitals after each ten Psalms. This custom was followed 
until the x* century. A fragment of a Latin Evangelium, MS. No. 693, in the 
Imperial Library of Paris, proves this. 

“Writing of the Psalms. 

“All the Psalms are written in small Caroline letters of great elegance. This 
writing, which under Charlemagne was of Merovingian coarseness, attained a 
considerable degree of perfection under the immediate successors of this prince. 
Some specimens that, in this respect, much resemble our Psalter, are the magnificent 
Bible presented to Charles the Bald by the abbot and monks of Saint Martin of 
Tours, written in the viii* or ix* century,* and the MS. of Terence of the ix* 
century, No. 7899 of the ancient Latin stock of the Imperial Library of Paris.* 

“ The headings of the Psalms are written in Caroline uncial letters of the time 
of Charlemagne and his successors, easily recognized by the beauty and elegance 
of their outlines. 

“ Each Psalm begins with a coloured and ornamented capital letter. 

“ The ornaments inside these capitals consist of the ribboned designs charac- 
teristic of the Carlovingian period. They are numerous at that epoch, and 
especially rich in variety of composition. We see similar designs upon different 
church fhrniture, amongst other things upon reliquaries of the ix* century at the 
church of Coire, in Switzerland. 4 

“The first letters of each line are salient Punctuation is pretty regularly 
attended to, by stops placed at the top, bottom, or middle of the line. 



1 “ There are several printed editions of this first translation of the Psalms. I 
will only name one, ‘ Biblia ad vetustissima exemplaria nunc recens castigata, 
Lovanii exofficina Bartolomaei Gravii typographi,’ printed about 1526, which is the 
date of the ‘ Privilegium Caesaraeum.' Saint Jerome himself later made a new Latin

‘So-called caskets for carrying the 
Viaticum, or relics, made of wood with an outer case of gilded copper-plate, dating 
from the Middle Ages, scarcely later than the ix* century. The intricate orna- 
ments of twisted ribbon-like designs are peculiar to the period of Carlovingian art ; 
on the narrow sides are birds and fish-like monsters of striking caligraphic work- 
manship.' Plate VIII.* 
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PSALMS. Psalterium Davidis — continued. 

“ In general it may be observed that throughout the whole Psalter may be 
remarked the perfection that writing attained under the first successors of 
Charlemagne. The fine Roman capitals were then restored to a place of honour 
and carefully used ; the small writing was perfected and improved so as to have 
an established form, destined to continue in general use until it was replaced by 
the Gothic character. 

44 Parchment and Binding. 

“ The material upon which the Psalter is written is a parchment that appears to 
have been remarkably white, and to possess the characteristics of the parchment 
that during the vii * and via* centuries took the place of papyrus, in consequence 
of the changes caused in the East by the ravages of the Arabs, which obliged 
the northern nations to devise some means of replacing a material no longer to be 
easily procured. 

44 As to the binding of the volume, I do not think it is the original binding. It 
consists of two thick wooden tablets, cased with leather, with an outer covering of 
velvet of a rich red colour. The corners are adorned with silver bands, and the 
two clasps are on leather cased in velvet of the same colour as the cover, edged 
with tips and hinges of silver. 

44 The upper cover is ornamented with plates of silver-gilt forming a square 
border, enriched by regular incisions repeated the entire length of the bands. In 
the middle is a cross formed by bands of the same size and similarly ornamented. 
In the centre, in a plate of silver-gilt, om. 08 [3 J inches] in diameter, is a head with 
beard and long hair, covered with a crown resembling a helmet in shape, probably 
Louis le D£bonnaire, donor of the book, or his son. A similar crown is seen upon 
the seal of a charter of Lothaire, reproduced in Mabillon’s ‘ De Re Diplomadca,’ 
p. 419, tab. 37. 

44 In the middle of the lower cover, within a square border formed by bands of 
silver-gilt, is a David carved in ivory in the Byzantine style, admirably executed. 
This David is om. 12 long by om. 05 wide [4J x 2 inches]. The king is repre- 
sented seated on a throne with his harp. 

44 Similar bindings of MSS. of the vi* or vii* century are known ; among others 
the copy of Justinian’s * Pandects,* preserved in the Laurentian Library at Florence. 1 
These two folio volumes are bound with tablets of wood covered with red velvet, 
and adorned with silver ornaments on the surface and at the corners. But this 
binding may have been restored and modified later on. 

44 Petrarch in his time had the 4 Epistles of Cicero,* transcribed by himself, 
bound with similar costliness. This volume is still in the same library at Florence. 
It is bound in wood with comers and clasps of copper. 

44 A large proportion of the manuscripts remarkable for the sumptuousness of 
their bindings belong to the period of Charlemagne or his successors. The 
4 Evangelium ’ of Saint Riquier, given to the abbey of that name by Charlemagne, 
in 793, was bound with plates of silver and adorned with gold and gems. 

44 There was, no doubt, a period of decadence in binding, as in all other arts 
and sciences ; but in the xv* century bindings again began to be enriched with 
plates of gold and silver, or with incrustations of ivory. In the xvi* century, to 
render them more substantial, they were covered with boards of wood, often cased 
in leather or velvet, generally blue or scarlet

44 Taking into consideration the different periods to which more or less similar 
bindings may be attributed, it seems very doubtful whether the present binding of 
the Psalter is contemporary with the text itself. I do not believe it is. It is 
possible, even probable, that the metallic bands and ivory statuette belong to the 
original binding ; but a fragment of music of the xi* or xii* century gummed 
inside the lower cover proves that the binding was restored or modified later on. 

“ IV. 

44 Several prayers and other pieces of more recent writing are inscribed on the 
blank leaves at the beginning and end of the volume, and a piece of music is 
gummed inside the lower cover. 

“The Rev. Fathers Mart&ne and Durand, in their * Second voyage litt^raire/ 
have copied the prayers and other pieces inscribed on the blank leaves at the 
beginning and end of the volume. Ail these pieces, of less ancient writing, but of 
different dates, are in black ink, and have no direct relation to the Psalter itself. 
We read there : 

44 i. 4 Orationes pro statu sanctce Dei ecclesice / 

“ii. ‘ Quatuor orationes.' 

44 iii. * lncipit oratio pro vivorum .... gut psalterium in ordine vicis suce 
cantare debent .... Primum genibus flexis in terra orationem dominicalem et 
simbolum , turn denuo repetat eantdem orationem dominicalem supplidter obsecransl 

44 In this prayer the abbess of a convent prays for the brothers Lothaire, Charles, 
and Louis, all three sons of the Emperor Lothaire. She also prays for Charles, 
whom she calls her seigneur , apparently because her convent was under the 
dominion of this prince. This piece of ancient writing is attached to the cover 
of the MS. 

“ Lastly, after these different prayers, is a still more recent piece in these terms : 

“ i A pud D arise l, in comitatu de Salmis, pro remedio animce suce et mariti sui 
Anselmi domina Gela femina nobilis tradidit ad altare S. Petri sanctique Huberti 
ad luminaria ecclesia xxx dettaradas cerce quce solvuntur in festo S* Huberti ? 

44 The piece of music inserted inside one of the covers represents a series of 
neumas used in the xi lh and xii* centuries, and deserves serious attention, which 
might throw important light upon the history of harmony in the Middle Ages. 

44 All these pieces are written after the donation made to the monastery of 
Saint- Hubert, and seem to afford no proof for or against the gift as represented by 
the ‘ Cantatorium.’ 

“ B.— Historical Part. 

44 Having described this precious literary relic in all its details, I think it impor- 
tant to study the history of its antecedents, as to which historians are not agreed, 
as also its vicissitudes up to this time. 

“ The most ancient source of information is the chronicle of the Abbey of 
Saint-Hubert, called the 4 Cantatorium/ published and translated in 1847 by M. de 
Robaulx de Soumoy; also published by M. le Baron de Reiffenberg, in 4 The 
inedited Belgian Chronicles. 1 The 4 Cantatorium ’ is a source worthy of the greatest 
confidence. The volume is a small 8vo. of 176 pages, in small Roman letters of 
the XII th century. 1 



1 44 At the period of the F rench Revolution the library and archives of Saint- Hubert 
were pillaged ; the MS. disappeared. There was reason to fear it was lost for ever, 
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PSALMS. Psalterium Davidis — continued. 

44 Several historians, ancient and modern, have studied and referred to it in their 
works. It is dted by GQles d’Orval, 4 La Gallia Christiana,' 1 by Roberd, 9 by Dom 
Calmet,* le P&re Bouille, 4 the Bollandists, 1 Dom Remi Cellier, 4 Bertholet, 7 Louvrex, 9 
Father Marne, 9 Nicolas Lelong, 10 and more recently by Messieurs Oieray, de 
Gerlache, and the Baron de Reiffenberg. 

"All these authors have drawn with confidence upon this interesting source. 
Fisen (‘ Hist Ecdesiae leod. 1 ) thus expresses himself : 4 Eique Warn fidem habemus 
quam tribui par est Mi qui res usurpatas ocuUs scripsitS 

"Durand and Mart&ne ( 4 Amplissima collection preface, voL iv.) : 6 Sues etiam 
scriptores monasterium andaginense habuit, in quibus non ultimo ponendus est loco 
Cantatorii sen histories ejusdem loci auctor hie editus , vir sane ingenii exquisiti, nee 
pro sua estate mediocriter doctus , sed et voids pius , cujus opus eximium miramur 
hactenus (1729) delituisse in percelebri monasteries 

44 This is what the Benedictines say upon the subject, says M. le Baron de 
Reiffenberg, in his introduction to the 4 Cantatorium ' : 4 Quocumque anno scrip- 
serit t is certs auctor est diligens et occur atus , publicaque luce dignissimus 9 utpote qui 
nihil firorsus asserat quod monasterii sui monumentis antiquis out certe testibus 
oculatis non sit subnixumS 

44 I entirely share this confidence in the 4 Cantatorium,’ so far as it relates to the 
origin of the Psalter under notice, especially as the period to which the MS. belongs 
by its paleographic characters, leaves no room for doubt on this point 

44 Upon the occasion of the translation of the body of Saint Hubert, says the 
4 Cantatorium,' which took place in 825, at which Louis le Dlbonnaire was present 
with several exalted personages, he made gifts of royal magnificence to the 
Abbey of Saint-Hubert 4 Some,' it says, 4 have been destroyed by time, others are 
still left to us. We possess a very fine text of the Gospels ornamented with gold 
and pearls ; a Psalter written in letters of gold, with a capital letter at the head of 
each ten psalms, &c.’ 

44 These details correspond perfectly with what I have said in my description of 
the MS. 1 have had the opportunity of studying with admiration. 

44 Marine and Durand 11 advance, in one place, that the Psalter was given, not 
by Louis le Dlbonnaire, but by his son Lothaire. This opinion they found upon 
the verses and paintings inserted at the beginning of the MS. 



when by a fortunate chance it was found again in 1824, at the moment it was 
doomed to destruction.

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44 On the other hand, in a notice inserted at the end of their 4 Second voyage 
littlraire * they form quite another conjecture, and say : 4 Having since observed 
the prayer written on the cover of the MS. in so ancient a handwriting, it seems to 
us more probable that this Psalter first belonged to a daughter of Lothaire, abbess 
or nun in a ladies’ convent. For in it she prays for her brothers Lothaire, Charles, 
and Louis, all three sons of the Emperor Lothaire. She also there prays for Charles 
her Seigneur, viz., Charles the Bald, because her convent apparently was under 
the dominion of that prince. The three prayers found at the end of the volume 
for the Bishop Stephen, who, twenty-six years after the death of Charles, ruled the 
Church of Lilge, appear to show that this Psalter afterwards passed from the hands 
of that princess to those of this prelate, and that he or some one of his successors 
gave it to Saint-Hubert’s.’ 

“ These proofs do not seem to me conclusive to contradict the fact of the dona- 
tion as recorded in the 4 Cantatorium.’ In truth, it is very likely that the three 
poems which precede the Psalter were written in the Abbey of Saint-Hubert, a 
certain time after the gift was made, in no case before the year 84a 

44 The probabilities in favour of this opinion are : 

44 L The pieces of poetry are written in another hand, in gold letters, rude 
capitals, while the Psalter itself is, from beginning to end, written in uncial and 
small letters of gold of the Carlovingian period. It seems to me that the same 
refinement in execution would evidently have been bestowed upon the dedication, 
had this been contemporary with the Psalter. 

44 it The paintings accompanying these poems are too coarsely done to have 
been inserted by the caligrapher of the Psalter in a chef-d'ceuvre of this kind. 

“iii. The poems themselves make no allusion either to the gift or the 
donor. 

44 iv. It is difficult to understand how the august donor could have had a 
panegyric added of himself. 

44 v. The only passages that can allude to the dedication of the work are the last 
verses to the 3rd poem : 4 Quern ( libellum ) fieri Regis veneratio magna coegit , cujus 
amor mundi quadrifida climata complete May we not consider this passage as 
purely historical — the expression regis applying to Louis le Dlbonnaire, who had 
had the MS. written, or to whom it had been dedicated? 

44 As to the second hypothesis of the Rev. Benedictine Fathers, proposed in the 
above-quoted 4 Second voyage littlraire,’ I consider it falls through if it be allowed, 
as I think likely, that the prayer upon which the hypothesis is founded was in- 
serted long after the donation itself, upon a leaf left blank, and gummed inside the 
cover. 

44 The three poems and paintings accompanying them were most probably done 
by artists in the Abbey of Saint-Hubert, at a later period, perhaps at the accession of 
Lothaire to the throne, to honour in the son the memory of the father, the generous 
donor. 

44 Saint-Hubert possessed artists capable of such work. 4 As for the liberal arts,* 
says M. de Reiffenberg, in his introduction to the 4 Cantatorium,’ 4 they were culti- 
vated successfully by the monks of Saint-Hubert The transcription of books was 
obligatory upon the disciples of Saint Benedict, and we have elsewhere given a de- 
scription of a 44 Scriptorium.’’ 

44 4 But, besides skilful caligraphers and experienced illuminators, there were 
painters, sculptors, arithmeticians, musicians, and learned men.’ 
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M On the other hand, the poems and paintings of similar books do not always 
allude to the donors of these books : a Psalter in 4to., executed in gold letters, 
formerly belonging to the Cathedral of Metz, bears the name of the Empress Her- 
mintrude inserted in a formula of prayers. The three first pages contain three fine 
miniatures of great merit for the period. 

“They represent : i. David ; ii. Charles le Chauve ; iii. Saint Jerome writing 
the translation of the Bible. 1 

“ The before-mentioned MS. of Tr&ves, given to the Abbey of Saint-Maximin by 
Ada, contains busts of Charlemagne and his sons. 

“ Besides, other analogous gifts made by Louis le Dlbonnaire are undeniably 
proved. 

“ The influence of the high patronage granted by Charlemagne to the art of cali- 
graphy and illumination of manuscripts was felt under Louis le Dlbonnaire, his son 
and successor. Several instances of this occur. 

“ This prince gave to the Abbey of Saint-Mldard at Soissons an Evangelium 
richly ornamented, that Mart&ne and Durand found still in the treasury of that 
abbey.* 

“ Following his father’s example, he willingly offered, as gifts to religious houses 
and great dignitaries of the Church, Evangelia richly bound. The one he sent 
to Pope Stephen, who had crowned him, was covered with bands of gold, according 
to Thlgan : ‘ Textum sacrorunt evangeliorum aureis characteribus exaratum , 

landnisque metalli ejusdem absque admixtione cujus materiei inciusum.* • 

“ The various opinions as to the origin of the Psalter of Saint- Hubert have been 
in turn adopted by modern historians, 4 without, however, any one of them having 
attached much importance to the subject or examined the MS. personally, of which 
consequently they have been unable to form an independent judgment. 

u M. Robaulx de Soumoy, in citing the two opinions without discussing them, 
states that the Psalter is said to be in existence now at the village of Boevange, 
Canton de Mersch, in the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, in the possession of M. 
Neumann, heir of the prior of Saint- Hubert. 

“ 1 am delighted to have been able to prove, with the work in my own hands, 
that this supposition is founded on positive fact, and that Luxembourg has the 
honour to possess a document so important in itself and in its historic memories. 

“At Saint- Hubert the Psalter, like many other precious things of the same rarity, 
has been coveted. One day, in the year 1010, it disappeared, 8 being carried away 
by sacrilegious hands. To avoid recognition in a foreign country, the robber 
offered it for sale at Toul ; but, says the author of the ‘ Cantatorium,’ God per- 
mitted its restoration to our Church in the following manner : 6 The mother of

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Pope Leo IX. 9 H el wide, wife of the Comte de Geisheimet Dasbouig (Mouzon calls 
it, p. 21, Comtd d'Egersheim in Alsace), having seen it for sale, bought and gave it 
to her son, then named Bruno, that he might learn the Psalms in it Now this 
child could read any other Psalter, and easily remember what he learnt ; but he 
made so many mistakes in reading in this, that soon he gave it up in disappoint- 
ment. The mother was surprised at his dislike to this book until she heard the 
public rumour that it had belonged to the Abbey of Saint- Hubert, and that anathemas 
had been pronounced in several countries against those who should keep it in their 
unlawful possession. 

“ She at once came to the monastery accompanied by her son, and restored the 
Psalter, imploring forgiveness for her involuntary error. By way of reparation she 
also presented a Sacramentarium, which was afterwards given to the Church of 
Notre Dame at Givet, attached to the Abbey of Saint-Hubert. 

u The manuscript thus restored remained in the library of this abbey until the 
time when, towards the end of the xviii* century, the French Revolution brought 
into Belgium also the fatal influence of its excesses. 

“ On the approach of danger the last abbd, Dom Nicolas Spirlet, accompanied 
by Dom Etienne 1 (M. Jacques Bernard Neumann), took possession of several 
sacred objects and of the most valuable books, to save them from pillage by remov- 
ing them to a foreign country. Amongst them was the Psalter. Dom Spirlet died 
on the journey, in the Convent of the Franciscans at Eupen, in 1794. His com- 
panion in exile alone brought back to his native land the things saved, awaiting a 
favourable time for restoring them to their proper places. 

“ This moment soon came. After the crisis of Republican vandalism, the Church 
of Saint-Hubert was restored for worship, thanks to the generous patriotism of ten 
notables of the place, 9 who bought it in 1808 for the sum of 35,000 francs, a sum 
which, by an act of August 1st, 1809, was returned to the purchasers from the 
amounts collected in the diocese by Monseigneur Pisani de la Gaude, Bishop of 
Namur. Dom Etienne at once restored the sacred objects he had so fortunately 
preserved. 

“ The Psalter and some other manuscripts he kept in remembrance of the abbey, 
where he had passed a great part of his life. At his death he bequeathed them to 
his nephew, M. Neumann, of Boevange, Procureur dEtat au Tribunal de Premtbrt 
Instance , at Luxembourg, their present owner, who fully appreciates their value, and, 
1 venture to hope, will not easily allow them to leave Luxembourg.

9 “ The act passed June 7th, 1808, before the notary Dehez, is signed by the ten 
notables, whose names live in history, and in the hearts of all lovers of art and reli- 
gion. TTiey are : MM. Leopold Zoude, afterwards member of the Representative 
Chamber of Belgium ; Louis Andr£ Doutreloux, receiver of land taxes ; Dom Isidor 
Bauwens, a former monk of the abbey ; Joseph Lambert, justice of the peace ; 
Jacques Pirotte, merchant ; Jean-Baptiste Bouillon, sanitary officer ; Auguste

VENETIAN LIBRARY. A Library of 170 volumes, mostly in 
folio, in their original bindings, collected at the close of the sixteenth 
century by Dr. Odorico Pillone of Casteldardo, and ornamented on

the sides and edges with paintings by Cesare Vecellio [1530-1606]. 
The entire collection is now preserved in an ebony bookcase, bearing 
the following inscription : — " Libros hie repositos summa diligentia 
collegit Odoricus Pillonius Venetus, omavit eximii arte Caesar 
Vecellius.” 

The following description of this unique collection is from the pen of the late 
Sir Wm. Stirling- Maxwell, Bart : — 

"All lovers of the illustrated books of the sixteenth century are probably 
acquainted with the * Costumes, Ancient and Modem, of different parts of the 
World, with Discourses on the same, 1 by Cesare Vecellio, published at Venice in 
1590, and again in 1598. The author was a nephew of Titian, and the excellence 
and spirit of his designs are so great that it was long the fashion of catalogue- 
makers to attribute them to the pencil of the great painter of Venice. The book 
is no less rare and costly than beautiful, and though only a small 8vo — in fact, a 
modem i2mo — it sells (the first edition, at least) for ^18 to £20, and even the 
second edition is seldom to be had for half that price. In the Discourse which 
treats of the dress of a gentildonna of Civital di Belluno, Vecellio dilates with great 
rapture on the casa di Pillow, one of the chief families of the little town, and of 
their charming villa of Casteldardo, one of its chief ornaments. The house was of 
correct and graceful architecture, such as became the country retreat of a refined 
Venetian noble ; and it had a pleasant seat, amenissimo di silo, so sheltered from 
the extremes of heat and cold as to enjoy a perpetual spring. It was filled with all 
things rich and rare — books in abundance, pictures and medals, portraits of great 
men on canvas, or in marble or bronze. So rich was it in rarities that a facetious 
Cardinal della Torre was wont to call it the Ark of Noah. The gardens were large 
and well ordered, and the place was the pride and show of the neighbourhood. The 
owner, in the years just before and after 1 590, was Odorico Pillone, one of the 
ablest and most admirable doctors of law ; and his three sons — Giorgio, Bartolo, 
and Baldo — were worthy of their sire and their home, and were mated with three 
wives worthy of themselves. In short, Cesare Vecellio writes of Casteldardo and 
its inmates as one who knew and loved them, and desired to give them such im- 
mortality as was in the gift of handsome mention in a book treating of costume. 
The gentildonna of Civital di Belluno, a matron of the rounded form and comely 
dignity which Venetian art loves, selected, no doubt, as the best-dressed woman in 
the district, may well be supposed to have been one of the ladies of Casteldardo. 

M The reader of the ‘ Discorso ’ in question might easily have guessed that 
Cesare Vecellio was a friend and favourite of the Casa Pillone, and was welcomed 
at the Pillone Villa as Turner was welcomed at Famley, or Leslie or Stanfield at 
Bowood. Such turns out to have been the fact, as is proved by other evidence than 
is to be found in the 1 Habiti Antichi e Modemi.’ After weathering the storms of 
war and political change, and escaping plunder by ‘ fiery Frank or furious Hun’ : 
after passing from the mild sway of the Doges, through the iron tyranny of French 
and German Caesars, to the rule of the Rd galantuomo, Casteldardo has had to give 
up, probably at the bidding of the law which compels equal division of property, 
its sixteenth-century treasures ; and its curious library was lately sold to a book- 
seller at Venice. 

“ Amongst the books were one hundred and seventy volumes, adorned, as docu- 
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ments which accompany them incontestably prove, by the friendly and facile pencil 
of Cesare Vccellio. 

“About twenty of them, clad in the ordinary serviceable vellum wrappers 
of the period, in which they came from the shops of Sansovino or the brothers 
Giolito, have these wrappers enriched by designs in pen and ink, or washed in 
with Indian ink, by Vecellio. It has never been our lot to see so many of his 
drawings together, and they certainly give a high idea of his cunning and ease of 
execution. The 4 Venetia,’ of Francesco Sansovino, Venice, 1581, a stout 4*0, has 
on the front of the wrapper a very spirited sketch of the Piazzetta of St Mark, and 
on the other side a view of some islets of the Sea Cybele. The Piazzetta is treated 
very much as it is in the woodcut in the 4 Habiti Antichi e Modern i.' An Italian 
translation of the Freiherr von Herberstein’s 4 Commentaries on Muscovy, 1 1550, 
has a fur-clad Russ on one side and a landscape with snow and sledges on the 
other. Ciacono’s curious folio, 4 History Vindicated from Calumnies relating to 
the Release of the Soul of Trajan from Purgatory through the Prayers of St. 
Gregory/ Rome, 1576, is adorned with two very capital drawings. In the first, 
recto, the mediating Pontiff is seen saying mass in his chapel ; in the second, verso , 
we have an interesting view of the column of the good Emperor, and its surround- 
ings as they existed in the time of Sixtus V. The 4 Epigrammata 9 of Guillelmo 
Bianco, and other tracts on the erection by Sixtus V. of the obelisk of the Vatican 
circus in the piazza of St. Peter’s, in 1 586, has a view of the monolith and the portico 
of the church, and (verso) of the strong timber scaffolding by means of which the 
obelisk was placed upon its pedestal. Perhaps the gems of these curious adorn- 
ments are a couple of drawings of Red Indians, on either side of the Latin version 
of Hanot’s 4 Virginia,’ published at Frankfort in 1590 by Theodore de Bry ; one 
a warrior, with bow and arrow ; the other a boatman, with a paddle over his 
shoulder. 

44 Passing to the older folios, dating from the early part of the sixteenth century, 
or from the second half of the fifteenth, we find bindings of a character not inviting 
to pen or brush ; dark leather or creamy pigskin, rough with deeply-stamped devices, 
or rendered quite impracticable by bosses of brass. Here Vecellio has exercised 
his skill on the edges, which, as the tomes are generally of a comfortable corpu- 
lence, presented a considerable and conspicuous field for his fancy. Folios of 
those days being generally secured with clasps or strings, these appendages afforded 
convenient and handy means of drawing them from the shelf when wanted. Such 
books were therefore commonly placed with their backs to the wall and their fore- 
edges exposed, as may be seen in old prints of saints and scholars, and at this day, 
in the library of the Escorial, where the long lines of edges, all bright with the 
thick fine gold of the days of Philip II., used to make a goodly show. The fore- 
edges were also frequently lettered in bold capitals with the titles of the volumes ; 
and not a few of these Pillone folios have been so treated, which must have added, 
in no small degree, to the difficulties of Vecellio by compelling him to shape his 
compositions to the cramped spaces at his disposal, and to mind the P’s and Q’s 
of the scribe as well as his own effects. He has generally contented himself with 
a single figure, grandly designed and boldly coloured. St Jerome, sometimes in 
the red robes of the cardinal, sometimes in the semi-nudity of the hermit, appears 
in various attitudes on the fore-edges of the portly edition of his works, printed by 
Froben at Basel in 1537. Augustine’s 4 De Civitate Dei,* Venice, 1494, has that 
good bishop in his study, with a view of Hippo, we presume, by the sea-shore in 
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the background, looking very like Venice. Galen’s 1 Opera,’ Basel, 1529, is deco- 
rated with a doctor in his scarlet robes and hat trimmed with ermine, as an M.D. 
of Padua, no doubt, figured in high days in the halls of that famous University. 
Seneca’s * Epistolae,’ by * Arnold Pannartz, a German,’ produced, as the colophon 
informs us, * not with common ink or pen of feather, or reed, or iron stile, but by a 
certain skilful invention of printing or characterizing ( characterizando)} Rome, 1475, 
displays a stately senator in red cap and red robe and cape of ermine, who, enlarged 
and placed on canvas, might have done honour to the galleries of the Grimani or 
Manfrini. Dante, Venice, 1491, of course has the well-known figure in red, with 
the capucho of old Florence. Though portrait-like figures greatly predominate, 
other ornamentation is not wanting. The ‘ Dictionarium of Calepin,’ Lugduni, 
1578, has a vase with a tall flower of many blossoms ; Eutropius, Basel, 1532, 
shows the heads of three Emperors ; and Suetonius, Basel, 1533, the same number 
of gold medallions on a light-blue ground. 

“ The preservation of these fine books is very remarkable. Many have the 
clasps, not only in front, but also at top and bottom, where they are very rarely 
found entire. The bindings are, on the whole, in excellent preservation ; and Dr. 
Odorico and his forefathers were evidently lovers of tall copies and ample margins, 
which they wisely left uncontaminated with midnight oil. The freshness of 
Vecellio’s colouring also says much for the good housewifery of generations of 
Pillone ladies, and for the conservative climate of ever-vernal Casteldardo. A 
sight more pleasant to the eye of a lover of books than the rows of Vecellio’s illu- 
minated fore-edges is not easily to be found in these islands. Single specimens of 
this style of book decoration may be found in choice libraries, but so many have 
probably never been assembled in a single bookcase; and as the work of one 
hand, these Pillone books may be confidently described as an unrivalled collection.”
